EXPLANATION

This bill appropriates moneys for fiscal year 2009=2010
from the general fund of the state to the college student aid
commission, the department for the blind, the department of
education, and the state board of regents and its
institutions.

The bill appropriates to the department for the blind for
its administration.

The bill includes appropriations to the college student aid
commission for general administrative purposes, student aid
programs, forgivable loans and loan forgiveness for students
and phgsicians and surgeons, an initiative directing primary
care physicians to_areas of the state exPeriencing physician
shortages, the national guard educational assistance program,
the teacher shortage loan forgiveness program, the all lowa
opportunity assistance program, the registered nurse loan and
nurse educator forgiveness program, the barber and cosmetology
arts and sciences tuition grant program, and a Washington,
D.C., internship grant.

The bill reduces the $2.75 million standing appropriation
for the lowa work=study program for fiscal year 2009=2010 to
$916,370. The bill reallocates funds for chiropractic loan
forgiveness.

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of education
for purposes of the department®s general administration,
vocational education administration, division of vocational
rehabilitation services including the entrepreneurs with
disabilities program and independent living, state library for
general administration and the enrich_lowa_program, librar
service area system, public broadcasting division, regiona
telecommunications councils, vocational education to secondary
schools, school food service, lowa empowerment fund, expansion
of the fTederal Individuals With Disabilities Education
Improvement Act birth through age three services, a
four=year=old preschool program, textbooks for nonpublic
school pupils, jobs for America®s graduates specialist, a
beginning _administrator mentoring and induction program, the
core curriculum and career information and decision=making
system, the lowa senior year plus program, and community
colleges.
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The bill limits the standing unlimited appropriations for
FY 2009=2010 made for the following purposes: state
foundation aid, instructional support state aid, payment of
nonpublic school transportation, the educational excellence
program to improve teacher salaries, and programs for at=risk
children. The bill also reduces the standing statutory
appropriation for programs for at=risk children.

The bill provides that approximately $4.28 million of the
approximately $20.2 million appropriated for deposit in the
school ready children account Is to be used to assist
low=income parents with preschool tuition; for supportive
services for children age three, four, and five; and for
preschool program expenses not covered under the statewide
preschool program.

The bill requires the department to continue the study of
the community college accreditation process.

The bill amends statute to continue the 2008=2009 reduction
of $2.5 million in state aid for area education agencies for
the 2009=2010 fiscal year.

The bill appropriates moneys to the state board of regents
for the board office, universities™ general Oﬁerating budgets,
the southwest lowa graduate studies center, the siouxland
interstate metropolitan planning council, the quad=cities
graduate studies center, lowa"s obligation as a member of the
midwestern higher education compact, lowa public radio, the
state university of lowa, lowa state university of science and
technology (ISU), the university of northern lowa (UNI), the
lowa school for the deaf, the lowa braille and sight saving
school, and for tuition and transportation costs for students
residing in the lowa Braille and sight saving school and the
lowa school for the deaf. The bill also provides funds for
the George Washington Carver endowed chair at ISU and the real
estate education program at UNI.
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
